the front-line trench, about 300 yards

If you should ask a Tommy Atkins 


" "What Is.a dugout?" ho would look at 
iyou In astonishment, nnd, pitying you 
"'for your apparent trick of education, 
' would -answer, "What's a dugout? 
"Why a dugout.is a—well, a dugout's a

Only being a Tommy pro 


tern—pro tern In my case meaning "for 
duration of war"—I will try to de- 
scribe to'the best of my ability this 
particular dugout. 


A dugout Is a hols In the ground. 


" -Gets Its.name because It is dng out 


-.by Hie Royal Engineers, or R. B.'s as 
• we call them. It Is used to shelter the 


• men 'in the trenches from shell fire, 
"They also sleep in it, or try to. From 
- our point of view, its main use is to 
- drain the trenches of muddy water 


and give ns rheumatism. 
1$ also 


•'makes a good hotel for rats. These 
; guests look npon us -as Intruders and 
-complain that we overcrowd Hie'place. 
"Occasionally we give In to them, and 
Unke a fnrn in the ttench to rest our- 
•selves. 


, , i Our dugout was about twenty feet 
' 
deepV or, at least, there were twenty 
wooden steps leading down to it. The 
celling and walls were braced by 
heavy, square-cut timbers. 
Over the 


timbers in the ceiling sheets of cor- 
rugated iron were spread to keep the 
wet earth from falling in on us. The 
entrance was heavily sandbagged and 
very narrow; there was only room for 
one person to leave or enter.at a lime. 
The ceiling was six feet high and the 
floor space was ten feet by six feet. 
Through the celling n sir-Inch square 
nlrshaft was cut. We used to take 
turns sleeping under this in wet 
weather. 
i 


The timbers bracing the walls were 


driven full of nails to hang our equip- 
ment on. After our ammunition, belt- 
filling machine, equipment, rifles, etc., 
had been stored nway, there was not 
much space for six men to live, not 
forgetting the rats. 


It was very dark in the dugout, nnd 


as we were only Issiu: I a candle and n 
half every twenty-four hours we had 
to economize on light. Woe betide the 
last man who left the candle burning! 


In this hotel of nnrs we would sit 


around the lonely candle and through 
n thick haze of tolncco smoke would 


- recount our different experiences at 


various points of the line wh<!re we 
had been, or spin jams about home. 
Sometimes we would write a letter, 
when we were fortunate enough to be 
near the candle. At other times we'd 
sit for an hour without saying a word, 
listening to n German over In the en- 
emy's front trcnch playing n cornet. 
J/y, how that Boche could pi ay I Just 
to make us hate the war he'd play "Su- 
wancc River," "Home, Sweet Home," I 
or "Over the Waves.'' The latter was j 
my favorite. 
During his recital our | 


trenches were strangely quiet. Never 
a shot from either Me. 


Sometimes, when he had finished, 


Ikey Honney would po Into the trcnch 
and play on his harmonica. As soon 
ns we'd see that harmonica come out 
It was n cnsn of "duck down tow," for 
the Germans would be sure, when the 
first strains reached them, to send over 
"five rounds rapid." 
We hated that 


harmonica. 
More 
than 
once^ we 


chucked one over the top, but he'd alt 
down, write a letter, nnd In about ten 
days' ilme would receive, through the 
mall a little oblong package, nnd we'd 
know we were In for some more "ftvo 
round rnplds." We didn't blnmc the 
Germans.

Oflen we would Rot downhearted nnd 
"fad up" with the war, nnd "grouse" 
nt everything In jrencrnl. Then Ikey

We would (hen realize 'there 


were worse things than war, and cheer 
up accordingly. 


• On this particular rainy afternoon 
In Junt we were in a talkative mood. 
Perhaps It was due lo the (act that 
Curly Wallace had made his "Tom- 
wle's cooker" do wnu't It was supposed 
to do—make water boil In an hour 
and 'a half. A "Tommlc's cooker" Is a 
spirit st'ove which !s very widely ad- 
vertised ns n suitable gift to the men 
In Hie trenches. Many were sent out, 
and many were thrown awn);. 


Anyway, the "cooler" lived up to Its 


reputation for once, lliou«li a little bo- 
hind Its advertised schedule In mak- 
ing water boil. Curly pnssed around 
the result of his efforts, In the form 
of au ammuulllon tin hnlf ftill of fair- 
ly good tea. We each look a Rood 
sss-lg, lighted n cigarette—they bud 
"come up" with the rnltons the night 
before—and settled buck against tho 
damp earthen walls of the dugout, to 
sec who could tell the biggest lie. For 
n few minutes silence .reigned—no one 
seemed to cnre to bo the first to break 
In. 


Then Dick Turpli, turning to me, 


asked: 


"Remember Burton of.-A company? 


Think he was In tho Third platoon; 
the fellow that was rc'yojnmen.led for 
the V. C. and refused it. Got the rec- 
ommendation ior rescuing h|s platoon 
commander under fire." 


I answered In th« affirmative and 


Dick "carried on" with: "I never could 
see into that affair, 
because 
they 


seemed lo be tho worst of enemies. 
The officer was always picking on him; 
used to have him 'on the crime sheet' 
'for the least offenso. 
Got him sever- 


al days of extra pn.'k drill,-and once 
he clicked twenty-one .lays' crucifixion' 
—(field punishment No. 1, tied to' a 
limber wheel two hours per day for 
twenty-one days). 


"No matter what dlrly fatigue or 


working . party came along, Burton's 
name was sure lo head the list. 


"This Burton appeared to be a surly 


sort of a chap, kept to himself a whole 
lot. always brooding, didn't have many 
friends In the company, either. There 
lseeme.d to be something on his mind. 


"Most of the company men said his

CoriiimDSitm has just issued a bulletin 
on "Surgical Instrument Industry in 
the United States." One of the prin- 
cipal feature* of the bulletin is the 
information that in the early days of 
this' Republic, we secured most of our. 
surgical instruments from England, 
but about 1825 American manufacture 
began to • develop'. and becamo the 
principal source of supply until about 
1880, when German competition took 
he ascendency, since which time "the 
emand was supplied more largely by 
mportation from Germany than by 
Vmerican manufactures. . Consequent- 
y the American industry suffered a 
Iodine; ,in 1800 there were only four 
irms of any importance remaining, 
n<i, their business was either station- 
iry or diminishing. 


The Tariff Commission report docs 


lot specifically call attention to the 
coincidence, but it is-a fact that the 
German invasion of the American 
market began immediately after Ger- 
many, at the instance of Bismarck, 
adopted a1 protective tariff policy. The 
German surgeons had been buying 
>art of their instruments from Ger- 
man makers and importing part of 
them from England, The shutting off 
of imports gave the German manufac- 
turers an opportunity to build• up, a 
large industry at home, and, as the 
TaiitT ^Commission's 'bulletin' says, 
'The expansion of the industry in 
Germany was rapid and.continuous up 
to the outbreak of the European war, 
After supplying practically the entire 
home consumption, a world-wide ex-i 
port trade was built up.". 
• \ 


There you have one of the strongest 


arguments for a protective tariff. The 
protective tariff enables the home 
manufacturer to build up his produc- 
tion to such an extent that both by 
quality, and price he can invade for- 
eign markets with his surplus. Ger- 
man, manufacturers could hire the 
most expert craftsmen, turn out a 
superior quality of instrument, and 
cut prices wherever necessary in order 
to drive out competitors in any mar- 
ket they chose tp invade. Their suc- 
cess in America was indicated by the 
replies made by American retailers to 
inquiries from the Tariff Commission, 
showing that 9£ per cent, of the in- 
struments' sold by them before the 
war were made in Germany. 


The Commission's bulletin further 


says that "the predominant position 
of the German instruments in the 
American market up to 1914 is evi- 
dence.of the inability of the domestic 
manufacturers 
to turn out 
instru- 


ments of comparative quality at com- 
petitive prices." German instruments 
were cheaper by 25 to 50 per cent. 
The Commission finds that wages paid 
tp American workmen in the prcxluc- 
:ion of surgica] instruments are 75 to 
100 per cent, higher than paid in Ger- 
many, while the import tariff has been 
DU| 45 per cent, ad valorem. 


Because the German manufacturers 


prcdueed on n large scale, they could 
produce at a cost even lower than the 
difference' in wages would indicate. 
Their factories were well organized,

. New York.—The week of December 
15 has been designated by the war 
department Commission on Training 
Camp Activities as a time for special 
letters to be written by mothers, fa- 
tners, Blsterg, wives and-sweethearts 
of the men now overseas. The week 
has been called "Letters-From-Home" 
week, and the purpose Is to apply the 
''home touch" to a broad-gauged mili- 
tary prcsram for maintaining the 
morale of the men who find themselves 
Idle after weeks of strenuous fighting, 
The war department hopes, through 
these letters, to keep the men con- 
tented, '"straight," and ambitious to 
live up to the high Ideals of American 
manhood.

When there Is no snow on the 


pound pullets on the funii ought to 
get a large part of fielr feed by for: 
•glng. Whether they tan get It de- 
pends not only upon what fnnil may 
be available but on whether they have 
been so distributed us to get-the feed 
on the range. To llnd whether they 
ri.qulre more Is to observe how fur 
they range and whether they llnd feed 
enough to keep them busy most of the 
time, and thcu to test them further 
by seeing how lunch they cut heartily 
Iti the morning,.nml then go foraging, 
and nlso how much they ent Just he- 
fore going to roost at night. I'ullets 
that forage well und'hurc the oppor- 
tunity to get plenty of green food, 
worms nnd bugs cannot be overfed by 
giving them wlmt grain they will eat 
up clean, Careful feeders learn Just 
how much their flock will take, and so 
avoid waste while keeping the birds 
full fed. 


Pullets In confinement should have 


the same ration they will have In the

states In the county-agent plan Is 
shown by the fact that most of tho 
legislatures' In the South are making 
liberal appropriations to aid In Its 
support.

Heroism of Ty/o Red Cross Doc- 
tors and Two Women Canteen 
Workers During Bombardment. 


THE RED CROSS COMES

Lest we forget the simple joys, 
The kindly thoughts, the human tears, 
The harmless laughter and the song 
We knew in other happier years, 
Lest we grow hard, and cruel and cold, 
And being young, our hearts are old, 


. 
Held in the grasp of death undied, 
The Red Cross cornea to fill again, 
The cup of mercy long since spilled) 
Bid in our hearts the birds to sing, 
Reviving joy that anger killed. 


Just outside the French town of 


Complegne stands the Chateau of An- 
nel, an ancient structure doling back 
hundred1) of years. Its walls and vault- 
ed rooms could tell many a tale of 
mediaeval 
adventure—perchance 
of 


violence—of romance and sorrow. 


Today It can tell the story of two 


surgeons—American Red Cross doc- 
tore—who for a day nnd a night and a 
second day saved hundreds of lives— 
operating by candle light upon wound- 
ed French soldiers, the while shells 
crashed and the ping of machine gun 
bullets resounded—the while the ene- 
my waft advancing steadily until he got 
within five .miles of the little hospital. 


The chateau had been used as an 


tdrinc* hospital under direction of 
the French Service de Saute, 
Major 


Tarnowsky and Major Morehead, two 
R*d Cross doctors, were In charge, 
tlie ptrconntl being French. 
When 


th« enemy came within rii kilometers 
the French authorities ordered the 
evacuation of the place, the patients 
being removed at nlfht In canal boats. 


•The two Red Cros* doctors wer« at 
their wits' ends. 
Their labors were 


circumscribed by human limitations. 
There were Just four hands and no as 
slstance of any kind. 
But somehow 


fate usually Intervenes when the need 
is direct. So In the nick of time two 
American canteen women came over 
from Compfegne. 


Still, supplies were lacking, and 


again fate proved kind. Five heavily 
laden Red Cross camions arrived with- 
in an hour after the women, each with 
two men, so that'the personnel now- 
consisted of two doctors, two women 
and ten men. 


Inside two begrimed human beings,

The grave of Lieut. Edward M. Mc- 


Cey, who was kIMed last June while on 
duty on the Italian front, where he had 
Charge of an American lied Cross roll- 
ng canteen, lies about a mile and a 
nlf behind the battle line on the lower 
'lave, it la a simple soldier's grave, 
and only the American flag with which 
t Is decorated distinguishes It from 
hose of his Italian comrades In arms. 


The fine qualities displayed by the 


'tnllnn soldiers so aroused Lieutenant 
ilcKey's admiration that he gave free 
rent to his' enthusiasm. "How splen- 
didly the Italians are fighting 1" were 
he last words Jie uttered, for Just then 
an Austrian "shell, exploding at their 
side, ended his life, at the same' time 
seriously wounding Captain Colabattls- 
tl. The latter, who has since received 
a decoration for valor, paid the highest 
.rlbute to the devotion of Lieutenant 
McKey, his enthusiasm and the tactful 
manner In which he performed his 
charitable mission among the soldiers.
